Kenneth Layton, vice-president 
and general manager of the firm, 
told the Daily Standard today that 
dam age to the firm would run 
better than $100.000. 
He said it 
was about 50 per cent insured. 
Besides the small pick-up type 
truck that caught fire and burned 
two other trucks, a pick-up and 
a transport wore destroyed in the 
blaze. 
Not Fully Estimated. 
It has not vet been fully esti­ 
mated how much was lost in ap­ 
pliances that were destroyed in 
the showroom. 
The offices also w e n 1 burned out. 
However, Mr. Layton reported that 
they were able to save their ac­ 
counts receivable and a complete 
index of customers. 
Mr. Layton 
added that if the accounts receiv­ 
able ledger;; had been destroyed 
the company would have been in 
very bad shape. 
The fire alarm was given at 
11:45 p. m. yesterday and firemen 
stayed on ha...’ ui * * aftci 1 a. »>,* 
when it appealed all danger of ¡.he 
fire spreading had subsided. 
Repair Work. 
The company had a large crew 
of workmen on hand today build­ 
ing new quarters and by late this 
afternoon had it completed. 
Mr. Layton said that all accounts 
are still being serviced although 
operations are not normal but pre­ 
dicted that they would be 90 per 
cent normal by tomorrow evening. 
The temporary quarters were set 
up at the Moore Company which 
is located immediately behind the 
National Gas Company building. 
Portions of the building were still 
smouldering today.

Crack Between Floor Boards May Be 
Gambling Device Under Missouri Law 


Sections of Statutes Covering Chance-Taking Which Involves Money or 
Property W agers Disclose No Apparent Loopholes for Either Operator or fre­ 
quenter— Despite Their Scope, However, M ost Cases Are Handled by City Courts

In view of the cu rren t investiga­ 
tions here into underw orld activi­ 
ties by both th e federal and county 
grand juries, th ere is considerable 
interest in w h at constitutes g am b ­ 
ling in M issouri. Thi regulations, 
definitions and penalties covering 
gam ing are set out in m ore than 
a score of sections of the Revised 
S tatu tes of 1939.

Abundant Forests Keep 
Paper Industry Rolling

A century and a half ago C ongress appealed to patriotic 
American housew ives to save rags for paper m anufacturing. 
The fast-grow in g new nation needed paper and needed it 
badly. 
Today, 150 years later, Ameri­ 
cans are the world’s greatest 
consumers of paper and paper 
products. 
Uncle Sam’s nieces 
and 
nephews 
use 
about 
251 
pounds apiece each year—that, 
excepting Canada, is eight times 
the average per capita consump­ 
tion elsewhere in the world. 
Well intentioned as its 1801 
appeal may have been, Congress 
can’t take the credit for the 
paper industry’s comeback. 
In 
fact, history neglects even to 
note the results of their appeal 
for rags. 
The whole problem was solved 
when a Canadian developed a 
practical 
method 
of 
making 
paper out of wood. 
His tech­ 
nique, first used in the United 
States in the 1800’s, was an im­ 
mediate success. 
Today, thanks to that Cana­ 
dian inventor, an industry with 
imagination and 401 million tree- 
growing acres, the United States 
has paper and woodpulp for all 
the needs of its 150 million 
people. 
Whether 
it’s 
newsprint 
or 
paper napkins, cardboard boxes 
or blotters, magazine stock or 
folding money, the forests of the 
United States have the ingre­ 
dients for today’s supply and to­ 
morrow’s, too. 
Essentially the manufacture 
of n»m*r is a process of breaking 


down fibres of wood cellulose 
from their natural form and 
separating them either chemi­ 
cally or mechanically. 
Later, 
after 
washing, 
beating 
and 
bleaching, 
the fibres 
are 
re­ 
united, pressed thin and dried 
as paper. 
That is a simplified version of 
the paper-making industry which 
pays more than half a billion dol­ 
lars in wages every year to 200,- 
000 employees and turns out 21 
million tons of paper annually. 
Paper making and the manu­ 
facture of wood pulp are in­ 
dustries in which every part of 
the country has a share. 
The whole industry rests firm­ 
ly on the nation’s forestlands, 
about one-third of which are 
owned by farmers. 
Last year 
these farm woodlot owners sup­ 
plied three-fourths of the pulp- 
wood produced in the United 
States. 
E n c o u r a g i n g t h i s supply 
source in its growth of trees for 
tomorrow, the wood-using indus­ 
tries provide the example of 
their own well-managed wood­ 
lands plus free advice and sci­ 
entific help to small landowners. 
Because of the forests’ in­ 
herent ability to produce new 
and continuing crops ot trees, 
the paper industry will not run 
out of wood like it once so nearly 
did with rags.
